Blaine’s Millionaire Friends Bewail 
the Costly Error They Made—But 
Deny That the Subscription Paper 
was Passed Around-~Bill Chandler 
Administers a Scolding to the Re- 
publican Committee — Metropolitan 
Politics, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yori, November 14.—It has been claimed 
that Elkins and Chairman Jones incurred obliga- 
tions on the strength of promisesto pay given by 
those who attended the “‘boodle” dinner given to 
Blaine at Delmonico’s, which they have, since the 
election of Cleveland, declined to honor. Many of 
the most prominent men who were conspicuous at 
the fatai dinner, however, indignantly deny the re- 
port that any pledges of money were made at that 
memorable gathering. Cyrus W. Field was making 
preparations in his office in the Washington build- 
ing yesterday to read the comments in the morning 
papers on his speech before the shareholders of the 
Elevated Railroad when your correspondent calied- 

“Is it true, Mr. Field,” asked the reporter, “that 
a portion of the money subscribed at the Blaine 
banquet was not ——” 

“Who said there was any subscription taken up?” 
excitedly interrupted the monopolist. 

“Was not that the object of the dinner?” 

“No, it was not, and you can deny it as emphati- 
cally as you like,” was the reply. 
There has been too much said about the dinner 
already without misrepresenting it, It was gotten 
up by six other gentlemen and myself, and a lot of 
others wanted to join us, and so we arranged fora 
large gathering. There was not a dollar raised 
there; no one was asked tosubscribe anything and 
no subscriptions were made. The story is false, 
false,’ and the reporter, ashe hurriedly concluded 
the interview, heard several similar expressions as 
he hastened to catch the elevator. 

HENRY CLEWs’ 
demeanor was in marked contrastto thatof Mr. 
Field when the reporter visited him in his private 
office in his banking-rooms. He was just finishing a 
dispatch which he explained was to be telegraphed 
to his customers over the entige length and breadth 
of the land. - 

“This is how I view the situation,” he remarked. 
“There is a growing faith in the election of Gov- 
ernor Cleveland and acquiescence therein, besides a 
well-grounded belief that he was elected, not by the 
‘Solid South’ alone, but by the disaffected Republic- 
ans, who made the campaign a personal one, in- 
stead of, as heretofore, endeavoring to win through 
party ties and considerations. Hence this carries 
a strong conviction that the President-elect will be 
compelled to be very conservative, especially as he 
will be hemmed in by a Republican Senate, which 
will keep him in check. Consequently no great 
damage can reasonably result from the change of 
politics in the executive branch of the Government 
at the present time." 

“Was there any considerable amount of money 
subscribed at the Blaine banquet?” he was asked. 

“Nosir,no one asked for money and none was 
either given or promised. I am positive about it 
and would have known about it had there been. Of 
course, there hasbeen much talk about it, and it 
would be difficult to make people believe other- 
wise. The dinner was a great mistake. Ifeltit at 
the time but, after it had been arranged, and Mr. 
Blaine had accepted, it would have been in bad taste 
to back out, and it had to be carried on. It was that 
dinner and old Burchard that spilled the Repub- 
lican dish; there can be no question aboutit. The 
dinner ought never to have been given, but it was 
made the mostof by the newspapers, and the 
WorLp especially treated it very cleverly and made 
a big hit with its illustrations. The fact that 
Blaine was surrounded by Jay Gould, Russell Sage, 
and other monopolists was made the most of and 
had a telling effect. The Democrats made the 
most of everything and managed the cam- 
paign very shrewdly, while the Republican mana- 
gers were very weak.” 

JESSE SELIGMAN, 

the banker, was very reticent about the banquet, 
having previously stated that he considered it ill- 
advised. Relative to the reported subscriptions he 
gaid: “There was no money raised there and no 

talk about raising any. No contributions were solic- 

ited and no paper was passed around, that lam 
aware of.” | 

WASHINGTON E. CONNOR, 

Jay Gould's broker, said: “It was an injudicious 
thing to give the banquet to Mr. Blaine in the way 
it was. It provoked talk and there was no 
occasion for giving it then. It would have 
been better to have waited until after the election. 

I thought so then, but it was arranged with the best 
of intentions. But the story that money was 
solicited is absolutely false. It would not have been 
tolerated, and those who intended to contribute to 
the campaign fund had already done so. A sub- 
scription. would not have been entertained fora 
moment, and not a dollar was raised. People have 
heard so much about it that they believe it, but, 
with all its mistakes, contributions were not asked 
for. It was purely a social gathering. The best 
evidence that there is no truth in the report is that 
no one who was present has yet stated that he was 
asked to subscribe, and among so many there 
would certainly have been one who was leaky.” 

“Those ‘who were invited to meet Mr. Blaine 
at the dinner,” said a millionaire who knows, “were 
nearly all shrewd men of business, who realized 
that their presence, that went toward making it a 
social success, was nevertheless a contribution to 
the highest political blunder of the campaign. A 
majority of them begged that the feast should not 
take place and went to Delmonico’s literally under 
protest. Even Mr. Blaine himself appreciated the 
situation and saw the handwriting on the wall. 
Suggestions failing, he entreated his millionaire 
friends to forego the feast. Nothing that he could 
say would swerve the Field coterie from their pur- 
pose, but at the last meeting he openly rebelled and 
declined to play the part assigned him. Other 
arguments failing, he was told that 

EACH PLATE WAS WORTH AT LEAST $1,000 
to the campaign fund and _ that the 
National Republican Committee was sadly 
in need of money. This was the clinching argu- 
ment, he felt that he must do that much for him- 
self, and, solely on that account, he assumed the 
great risk. It is given ott on the authority of an 
intimate friend of the Blaines, father and sons, that 


one of the latter stated that his father bad to be 
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postpone the dinner, if not wgiveit up. Only two 
days before the appointed time, Mr. Evarts made a 
final appeal that Field said could not be enter- 
tained. , ‘Ten you will kill our man,’he said. ‘His 
political death will be on your heads.’ Chairman 
James D. Warren of the Republican State Commit- 
tee, when he heard of the dinner scheme, lost no 
time in entering his protest against it. He argued 
forcibly, but his efforts were futile in averting the 
disaster to the circus. Asin many other instances, 
he who had shown the greatest ability and shrewd- 
ness in the committee's plans was not listened to 
and his counsel was utterly disregarded.” 


Bill Chandler's Indignation. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yorks, November 14—The headquarters of 
the Republican and Democratic Committees were 
almost deserted yesterday. Atthe rooms of the 
Democratic National Committee there were scarce- 
ly any signs of life. Carpenters and painters were 
busy renovating the building {or the new occupancy, 
the New Amsterdam Club. In room 71 of the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, where those members of the com- 
mittee who stil] remain in thiscity occasionally 
meet for conference, quiet reigned throughout the 
day. When your correspondent entered yesterday, 
Senator Jonas only was present. 

“Do the Republicans still claim the State?” he 
asked with a languid air. On being informed that 
the Blaine crowd which still remains iu the city con- 
tinued the bluff game, he remarked dryly, “Well, I 
really had more respect for Mr. Blaine’s committee 
before the election occurred than I have 
now. The bluff game will not aid 
them in the least. Any man of sense must recog- 
nize the fact that Cleveland is our next President, 
and thathe has been honestly chosen to fill the 
chair by the votes of the people. Every Republican 
with whom I have talked has given up the fight. 
That is the only reasonable thing that could be done 
under existing circumstances. The further the 
official canvass proceeds, the greater becomes the 
plurality of our candidate. It is only necessary to 
state one instance to substantiate that statement. 
To-day’s official returns from King's County indicate 
that Cleveland's plurality thereis 15,764. Com- 
pared with the figures heretofore made by the 
State Committee, this is a gain of 134 in our favor. 
The remainder of the returns from Schuyler, 
Broome and other counties indicate little or no 
change. Howinthe name of common sense the 
Blaine men dare, in the face of such figures, to 
claime the electiowof Blaine, passes beyond my 
comprehension. . 

THE REPUBLICANS DIE HARD, 
but, when there is absolutely no show left to which 
a drowning man can cling, it is in far better taste to 
let go and trust that, after he has gone under once 
or twice, his rescuers may appear.” 

“At what figure does the National Committee now 
place Governor Cleveland's plurality." 

“He has secured at least 1,200 more votes than 
Mr. Blaine. This estimate is based upon the official 
returns already made known to us.” 

“Is the National Committee engaged in any 
special work just now?” 

“Nothing; unless it may be that of receiving the 
resuits of the official canvass and seeing to it that 
justice is done to our candidate. Senators Barnum, 
Gorman and myself will remain here until the 
canvass has been completed. After that, there re- 
mains but little todo. We have elected our candi- 
date and the American peopie will take care that he 
is inaugurated in a peaceable and suitable manner. 
I anticipate no trouble whatever so far as that is 
concerned, however.” 

THE REPUBLICAN COMMITTEE 

were not so demonstrative yesterday as on tne pre- 
ceding day. In the department known as No. 7. at 
the Victoria Hotel, there sat through the greater 
part of the day Chairman B. F’. Jones of the 
National Committee, Secretary Sam Fessenden, 
Jerome B. Chaffee, SteveElkins, Secor Robeson and 
William E. Chandler. The conference was con- 
ducted quietly until the afternoon, when much loud 
talk was heard issuing from the room. The import 
of the discussion was not directly obtainable. A 
frequenter of the rooms, however, volunteered the 
information that the conference had ended and that 
the angry words proceeded from Secretary 
Chandler. It was said that he soundly berated 
Chairman Jones and Elkins for the disastrous re- 
sult of the Blaine campaign. He charged 
upon them stupidity and ignorance of the 
first principles as to the manner in which an 
“aggressive” campaign should be conducted. He 
denounced in the strongest language the attempt on 
the part of the committee to secure the electoral 
votes of any of theSouthern States. He declared 
the money sent to Tennessee, South Carolina, 
Virginia, West Virginia and Florida was simply 
thrown away. The fight ought to have been made 
in New York State, Had alli the political munitions 
which had been wasted in the South been concen- 
trated in this State, Biaine would have carried it, he 
asserted, by 50,000 plurality. He openly declared 
that the National Committee alone was to blame for 
the death and burial of the “plumed knight,’ and 
that the party wouid ever hold it responsible for the 
ousting of 100,000 office-holders whose only means 
of livelihood was derived from the Government. It 
was said that Jones and Elkins endured the scold- 
ing meekly, being too much chagrined by the 
latest official returns to offer any defense,

A Horrible Tragedy on Meokuk 
Street To-Day.

How a Young Wife Learned That 
Her Husband Was Dead 
and Burning. 


The Ghastly Scene That Has Fur- 
nished Sonth st. Louis Gossips a 
Theme for Horror--The Mystery of 
the Death Unsolved—-Was it Heart 
Disease or Suicide That Provided the 
Burnt-Offering?

In a little two-story house on Keokuk street and 
Oregon avenue in a kitchen on the lower floor, Will- 
iam Klittich game to his death this morning under 
circumstances so full of grisly horror that it is not 
possible to portray the full tragedy of the scene. 
He was married a couple of years since to a pretty 
young wife, a typical German blonde, with soft blue 
eyes anda child-like face, with whom his life, accor- 
ding to the common testimony of those who kneW 
them, was a  home-spun idyll Klittich 
was a carpenter, a hard-working, hard- 
saving man, whose ambition has been to own his 
own house. About a month since Klittich had money 
enough together to begin to build, and ever since 
the house has been his own, working and sleeping 
therein. He was inthe habit of getting up at nicht 
to go over to the new places, it was only half a 
square away, to see that no one was attempting any 
depredation, and hence it was when Mrs. Kiittich 
awoke at 5:30 this morning and found her husband 
absent from her sida sbe paid no at- 
tention to the fact. A little later 
she arose and dressed, and as she did so she noticed 
a sinell of burning meat, which pervaded the house. 
Wondering. she went out ifto the kitchen, carrying 
her bed-room lamp with her. There was a light in 
the kitchen, a creeping, flickering li:tht that shot up 
and down, and flared, now dimly, now fiercely, and 
it was some moments before young wife realized 
that 

HER DEAD HUSBAND 

was wrapped in tire. Shnek upon shriek 
rang out then, and in a few moments the family liv- 
ing upon the upper floor ran in. The flames hiss 
away into a sickening steam as bucket after bucket 
of water was cast upon the dead, and then for the 
first time the frizhtened men and women had time 
to look at what was before them. 

Bolt upright in the chair sat the co , with 
his arins arrested at his sides, as 
thongh death had come while he 
‘was lifting them to his head. His clay pipe lay ina 
pool of water near his feet, and later his revolver 
was found a little behind the chair. He was upon 
his right side, his head, his back and arms simply a 
charred and blackened cinder that had been flesh. 
The clothes were burned away mostiy, and 
the back of the chair even had given way 
to the fire. © But the — of 
the corpse was not that of one who had died in 
great agony. The lipa were serene and the burned 
mustache gave a jaunty air to the mouth, as though 
the last thought that had played across the dead 
fancy had been a pleasant oue. When the reporter 
saw the body some effort at decorum had been 
made. A sheet with horrible greasy stains had 
been cast over 

THE FORMLESS HORRO 

yet, despite the fact that loving hands had been at 
work, the view was awfu!. Instead of the normal 
ghastiiness of death this body was marked with 
black baked chars, and there was a ghastly effect 
where the right ear and the hair had all baked into 
one pitch-like whole intensely ing look 
upon or remember. 

The young wife, Sophie Klittich, told her story of 
the death lying upon a_ sofa, sick herself 
and weighted witha woe that -poke in every syl- 
lable. She is very young, just 23, ana as 
pretty a blue-eyed, yellow haired girl as ever gave 
a young husband something to live for and work 
for. “I knew nothing,” said she ‘‘until I came into 
the kitchen, and there,my God! I can never forget 
whatIsaw. I did not think it very strange of his 
being out of the bed when 
woke up, because he had been working so hard on 
our new house that we wereto have moved into 
next Saturday week; and here the flood of emo- 
tion was too strong, and for sometime the young 
woman could do nothing but sobin a hard. dry, tear- 
less fashion, very pitiful to hear, and shudder. “He 
was 80 anxious about our house that 
whenever he heard a_i ~noise at night 
he would get up and get the lantern, and go to see 
that nobody took anything. I noticed that awful 
smell when I was dressing, and did not know what 
it was. There was no fire in the stove when I went 
out there, and no light in his lantern; the only thing 
alight in the kitchen was him. I don't kuow how it 
could have happened.” 

“His revolver was found upon the floor?"* 

“He always carried it when he went out at 
night.*’ 

“You heard no report?” 

**No; there was none.” 

‘Had he any reason to be dissatisfied?’ 

“None. We were getting along so nicely. Now, 
we had got this little home of our own, and his busi- 
ness was gic and getting better. He seemed 
happy and chcerful all the time, and hopeful, too.” 

“Was he ever sick."’ 

“Never. He was never undera doctor since we 
were married, two years and a half ago,” 

‘You have no children? ° 

“No; none.”’ 

DEPUTY CORONER HENNESSY, 


after an exhaustive examination of all the 
incidents of the tragedy and an _e ex- 
amination of e witnesses, came 


to the conclusion that only one rational theory 
could be advanced, and that was that Klittich had 
died suddenly in his chair while he was smoking. 
That his pipe dropped from his relaxed mouth and 
that the fire had fallen inside his vest where it 
had speedily broke into flame. The position 
of the body and the — situation of 
the burned clothes proved this. 

The shirt and trousers aud the underelothes were 
burned, chiefly on the right side over the heart, and 
the flame had slowly eaten {ts way through the 
chair back and through ail of the trousers not pro- 
tected by the pressure of the body from the air, 
There was nothing to prevent the dead man getting 
up and giving the alarm long before the fire could 
become fatal. There was nothing to set fire to 
the clothes, but the pipe, unless—and this is the 
mysterious feature of the case—the revolver 
coud have done it. The position of the pipe is against 
this theory. Noman since the worid began ever 
committed suicide while smoking. . 

The revolver was found: by one of the brothers 
of the deceased, and when 
turned over to Mr. Hennessy he = made 
a very close examination. The empty cartridge 
immediately under the hammer had sent its bullet 
somewhere—the copper end showed the fresh and 
shining mark of a recent stroke 
of the hammer, yet none _ heard the 
report of a pistol on the premises, and none could 
point out why Klittich, a happy and hopeful man, 
with everything going well with him,should wish to 
to take his life. ; 

Mr. Hennessy decided that. @ post-mortem would 
have to be held on the remains, as the one means of 
solving 

THE MYSTERY. 

After noting the suspicious appearance of the 
cartridge the Deputy made & second and most 
careful examination of the. hideous body; nowhere 
could the least perforation be found, 

a black crust where it W@S not red and 
blistered. The theory upon Which the post-mortem 
will be held is that death was caused by heart digs- 
ease and not by fire—that the latter was the acci- 
dental consequence of the first. 

And so the human sanctuary of what was last 
nighta happy, sanguine man must be yet further 
violated before the awful ec demauded by the 
staring eyes of the dead, “What has happened 
here?” can be answered.

Commemorative Services in Scottish Epis- 
copal Churches.

Episcopal bishop, was commemorated by services 
at Trinity Church to-day. Bishop Seabury, at the 
time of his death, was a professor of divinity in 
the General Theological Seminary.

Record of Deaths at Madame Reid’s 
w Chouteau Avenue Establishment,

Which Fails to Agree With Statements as 
Made by an Undertaker—Mrs. Mary Reed 
Still Anxious fo Deny Everything—Con- 
tinuation of the Inquest in the Baby- 
Farming Caée. 


——— 


~The Coroner resumed the baby farming case 
again this morning, but with little hopes of bringing 
out the testimony so badly wanted. “There is bo 
doubt that these children were starved to death,” 
said Dr. J. C. Nidelet,who made the post mortem ex- 
amination. “I found the little intestines distended 
with gas, but not the slightest particle or trace of 
food in one of them. One of the children had evi- 
dently been given about a teaspoonfni of some dark 
kind of liquid, the exact character of 
which I dgouldn't tell.” This morning 4 
Dr. Low, supposed to be the man referred to 
by Lou Burritt as the partnersof Mrs. Reed, was 
called before the Coroner, but it was found that he 
was not the man Wanted. Mrs. Reed still maintains 
that she reeeived four babies from Mad. Reid's 
establishment, but still denies that any relations 
existed between them. According to her story they 
did not know her at 1716 Chouteau avenue, but the 
evidence of Mad. Reid, who swore that she always 
inquired for the name and residence of any person 
receiving a child, contradicts this. Mary Reed still 
refuses to tell what she had done with the 
fourth child, and with this exception 
the case as appertaining to her has been pretty 
thoroughly cleared up. The management of Mad. 
Reid's place is stil] surrounded with mystery, which 
the investigation has so far failed toclearup. Dr. 
Rutledge, who figured in the case from the first, has 
not.yet offered himself for additional testimony be- 
fore the Coroner, although the impression is general 
atthe Coroner’s office that he owes it to himself to 
explain. Lou Burritt said in her statement that a 
physician, whose name she was told by the proprie 
tress was Rutiedge, used to visit Mary Reed's house 
on Fifth street, and “slide into the rooms where the 
women patients were.’ It was shown in the testi- 
mony that he was called on by Mary Reed to treat 
the children. Early in the investization he came to 
THE DEFENSE OF MRS.

before she was scarcely under suspicion. He 
recommended herasa very careful and reliable 
woman, which it is unnecessary to say has not been 
borne out by developments. it was stated at the 
Coroner's office to-day that Dr. Rutiedge and his 
wife visited at Madame Reid’s place. Another 
statement was made to the effect 
that Dr. Rutledge had, on certain occasions, 
been professionally engaged by Madam Reid. These 
assertions concerning the doctor's relations with the 
lying-in establishment must be very unwelcome. 

Dr. E. Low, who was examined to-day, said, “I 
Was never in partnership with Mrs. Mary Reed in 
the bath business. It'was my brother, Peter Low. 
I have been in that house a few times, but I never 
heard its reputation unfavorabiy discussed. It was 
located next toa house of i!] fame. My brother 
told me that there was more money in the bath 
business than there was in the practice of medicine. 
His name was Peter Low, and is now living at Iron- 
dale.” 


SOME QUEER FACTS. 

Madam Reid, who presides over No. 1716 Chou- 
teau avenue, distorted her pretty face with a look 
of mingled horror and pain when, during her ex. 
amination, Dr. Nidelet suggested the burial cf the 
child Grand Napoleon in Potter's Field. She did not 
stop at this display of feeling, but, clasping her jew- 
eweled fingers, she brought her hands to her face 
as if to shield herself or shut out an awful picture 
from her gaze. A moment later her hand disap- 
peared in her portmonnaie, and, bringing out her 
purse, she said, ‘Oh, it’s horrible to think that the 
littie thing, born in my house, should be 
buried in Potter's Field.” She dis 
cussed the subject as if she was deeply im- 
pressed with the horrible features of it. A Post- 
Ditspatcs reporter, who resumed his investigations 
to-day, discovered more facts which the Coroner or 
those clothed in authority might follow up with 
profit. Mad. Monronn, Mad. Reid's mother, in her 
testimony stated thateight or ten children were 
given away from the house during the past year, 
while five of six of the mothers, whom she enumer- 


ated as Miss Jennie, Miss Sarah, etc., took their 
sin-born progeny away with them. 
This would put the annual birth 


rate at between thirteen and sixteen, not counting 
the deaths. To inquire into this feature of the case 
was the object of to-day’s investigation. At the 
Health Department

The ordinances strictly require that with each cer- 
tificate the place of death be given accurately, and 
even described if it occurred en route to any point in 
a vehicle. This showing of the deaths was exhibited 
to a neighbor, who said, “Oh, there must have been 
more deaths than two within the past year at that 
house, including still births. If not they receive 
many unnecessary coffins there.”’ On this informa- 
tion J. Pp. Murrell was ealled upon 
and asked, “How many funerals 
have you conducted from No. 1716 Chouteau ave- 
nue within a year?” 

“But very few, sir: I think only two or three.” 

_ “Were they on certificates” 

“Yes, they were perfectly regular. I believe I 
recollect one of these being remarked at the Health 
Department, but I told them that there was the cer- 
tificate, and they might do with it as they saw fit. 
I think one of the certificates was signed by Dr. Rut- 
ledge and the others that I had by some physicians 
living in that locality. I don’t think during this 
year I am entered for more than one or two funerals 
from this house.” 

“Have you ever furnished coffihs to this house?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“A statement has been made at the Coroner's of- 
fice that you furnished five coffins at once.” 

“That is untrue.” 

“How many have you furnished within the past 
year?’ 

“I can't say positively. Idon't keep any ledger 
account with Mrs. Reid, as the payments have al- 
ways been cash, It may be-that 

I FURNISHED SEVEN OR EIGHT; 
maybe not that many. Ihaveno way of telling 
exactly.” . 

“You did not bury the body, then, in every in- 
stance?’ 

“No. I suppose that they conducted 
the, burial themselves, as it is much less 
expensive. However, I don’t know about this. All 
I know is that the cases in which we conducted the 
funerals we were given certificates of death, and 
these were handed in by us at the Health Depart- 
ment,” 

From this it will be seen that Madam Reid must 
have a stock of baby coffins on hand, as the health 
records do not show the number of deaths at this 
house to correspond with the number of coffins said 
to have been recejved there by the neighbors or 
sold by the undertaker. Before closing the case 
the Coroner may take up this phase with profit.

The Cholera. 

Paris, November 14.—Five cases of eholera oc- 
curred yesterday among the employes of the office 
of the newspaper Moniteur Universel. One of 
these,a printer, died almost immediately. The 
Commissary of Police took a patient from his 
dirty lodging-house, and had no sooner placed him 
in an ambulance than the poor fellow died. The 
landlord refused to allow him to be returned to his 
lodgings, and the Commi ssary took him to one- 
of the hospitals and then to the morgue. Both in 
stitutions refused to receive the body, and the Com- 
missary was obliged to return it to the lodgings in 
spite of the landlord's objections, It is expected 
the Orieans princes will makea large donation 
fund for the relief of the cholera sufferers. 

THE CONTINCED COLD WEATHER 
is exercising a favorable effect on the rate of mor- 
tality, which does not exceed: one in 36,000. The 
ravages of the epidemic are trivial compared with 
those of typheid fever. The epidemic shows little, 
if any. effect upon the pleasure-seeking proclivities 
ofthe people, The theater and other places of 
amusement are filled every night. It is known that 
the deadly disease made large ravages among the 
soldiers of the garrison, but the military officials 
publish no returns and refuse all information. The 
West End is still healthy but compafatively desert- 


fled. 
TO-DAY'S DEATH LIST. 


Fewer fresh cases of cholera are reported to-day, 
but the mortality is increased. There are now four 
hundred cholera patients in the hospitals. Yester- 
day twenty-nine deaths occurred in the ci‘y. and 
forty-six in the hospitals. In the twelve hours end- 
ing at noon, to-day, ten deaths occurred in the city, 
and eleven in the hospitals. 

IN SPAIN,

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THERE is a conflict of veracity between the 
news columns of the two morning papers. The 
(ilobe-Democrat gives asthe result of yester- 
day’s count that CLEVELAND has a net plurality 
in New York of 972, while the Republican 
gives CLEVELAND a net plurality of 1,296. The 
Globe-Democrat gives the figures as coming 
from the New York Tribune, and publishes also 
the Herald’s footing of 1,254 plurality; but its 
headlines say that yesterday's count has 


.yeduced the CLEVELAND plurality by 351. 


There is reason to believe that the latter state- 
ment is erroneous, and it gives the public a bad 
inspression of the accuracy and veracity of the 


Secretary of the Treasury had called attention 
to the evils of a revenue surplus, and recom- 
mended a revision and reduction of the tariff.

THE DANGER POINT. 

The New York Herald insists that the only 
ground on which New York's vote could be 
kept out of the count would be that the election 
in that State had failed to appoint the Presi- 
dential electors. In that case CLEVELAND 
would still have a majority of the electors 
appointed, he having 183 and BLAINE 182. 

The constitution provides that ‘‘The person 
having the greatest number of votes for Presi- 
dent shall be the President, if such number be 
a majority of the whole number of electors 
appointed.” This means something different 
from the whole number of electors that might 
be appointed, or that the States are entitled to 
appoint, and most constitutional lawyers hold 
that the provision is so worded on purpose to 
prevent any State or States from defeating a 
choice by the Electoral Colleges, as a failure or 
contumacious refusal to appoint electors 
might do. 

The point, however, has never been authori- 
tatively decided, all our Presidents hitherto 
having been declared elected by a majority of 
all the electors that could be lawfully appoint- 
ed. And the Herald is mistaken in assuming 
that an actual failure to appoint electors is the 
only thing that can prevent the counting of a 
State’s electoral vote for one or the other of the 
candidates. There might be two sets of elect- 
ors. Both Houses might agree that the State 
had appointed, but disagree as to which set was 
appointed. If Congress held that 401 electors 
had peen appointed, it certainly could not hold 
183 as ‘a majority of the whole number ap- 
pointed.” In such a case the choice of a Presi- 
dent would certainly devolve on the House, un- 
less some way acquiesced in by both sides were 
provided for deciding which of the contested 
electoral votes should be counted. 

The fact is that the fundamental 
relating to the counting and‘declaration 
of the electoral vote is so defective 
and gives rise to so many doubts and questions 
in a close contest that it is asource of great 
danger to the country, and ought to be 
amended. In the present instance we believe 
that the vote of the great State of New York 
will be decided by her own constituted 
authorities, and that the certificate with which 
they accredit her appointed electors will be re- 
spected by both houses of Congress. Buta 
similar contest in one or more smaller States, 
with this Presidential election depending on the 
result, might have plunged the country into 
troubles that would have severely tested the 
strength of our institutions and the power of 
the people to preserve them.

Many people interested in the cause of higher 
education will learn with regret of the failure of 
Mrs. Eugenia Cuthbert, and of the resulting suspen- 
sion, in all probability for all time, of her seminary 
situated at Nos. 2424, 2526 and 28¥8 Olive street. 
The affair, which became known last Monday, was 
a genuine surprise to ali who heard of it, as it was 
well known that the establishment 
had been running successfully for over 


twenty years, and the idea that financial embarrass- 
ment should overtake it so shortly after the begin- 
ning of a scholastic year caused some little com- 
meot. The first to be apprised of the fact that the 
establishment was not be carried on longer were 
the day scholars, some forty in number,to whom 
Mrs. Cuthbert conveyed the unpieasant intelligence 
at the close of school last Monday. At the same 
time that she did this she notified the twenty odd 
young lady boarders of the establishment that she 
was about to be sold out by her creditors, and that 
they would have to provide themselves with 
boarding and lodgin elsewhere pending 
the arrival of their parents and 
guardians from abroad. The day scholars quickiy 
conveyed the intelhgence to their parents. who next 
day attended the seminary in large numbers, where, 
if is said, some very painful scenes occurred, sev- 
erai of them making a demand in vigorous, rather 
than polite, language for the return of the money 
which they had paid in advance for their children’s 
tuition. Several of them had paid as much as 
SIX MONTHS IN ADVANCE 

and these were especially fierce in their denuncia- 
tions of what they looked upon as a@ very unfair 
piece ofbusiness, arguing that. if{Mrs. Cuthoert had 
sn0Wn @ much as she ought to have known re- 
garding her financial condition she ought not to 


nave tuken money in advance for services 
which there was a lively prospect 
of her not being able to render.

little luxuries asthe daily newspaper. It availed 
not, however, and Monday saw a destruction of the 
establishment which she had been so many years in 
building up. The cause of the trouble. she said, 
was the hard times. Her establishment, which in- 
cluded the three stone-front houses, which were 
elegantly furnished, bad a capacity for 125 scholars, 
but the financial troubles of the past six months 
had largely diminished the attendance, which, this 
season, had been only about sixty. With such a large 
establishment to conduct and so largely reduced an 
income coming in the outcome was, of course, in- 
evitable. The immediate cause of the closing up of 
the establishment was the foreclosing of Anson 
Blake of a mortgage on the entire contents of ihe 
establishment. Miss Cuthbert borrowed 
ftom him. in February. 1881, $2,000, for which 
she gave two notes of $1,000 each, secu as de- 
scribed above. Neither one of the notes has been 
paid, and if the interest charged on the past-due 
paper was anything like as high as is usually de- 
manded by the regulation chattel mortgage money 
lenders, the strain upon the unfortunate lady during 
the past few years must have been very heavy 

From what is known of the affairs of the concern 
it is believed that the lady’s liabilities only amount 
toafew thousand dollars over the secured debt 
above mentioned. Whether the money paid in ad- 
vance for tuition can be considered a legal claim 


which the parties would care ww press re- 
mains to be seen. The creditors who suf- 
fer most, ype yh are the teachers 
who were engaged in the establishrnent. 


THE PRINCIPAL, MISS BURKE 

is said to be a creditor to the extent of $1,500. Miss 
Dickinson, the Professor of Philosophy, has a claim 
of about $150 for ee unpaid.

Mrs. Cuthbert, who offered hee a 
larger salary. Four other teachers are also credit- 
ors for amounts of about $100 each. Other debts 
Mrs. Cuthbert describes as of a private nature, and 
the probability is that they will not be made public. 
The chances are that the séminary. which has for 
so many years been an educational landmark 
in this city. will not again he started, and 
already the work of starting another similar imsti- 
n commenced, The 
teachers who were in Mrs. Cuthbert’s employ held a 
meeting to-day and came to the determination 
that they would endeavor with the 
available remainder of the old organization, 
to start a new one, which would be in 
operation by next Monday if possible, 
or as soon after as practicable. The intention isto 
start an entirely new establishment with a new 
nase and in a different location from the old one, 
It is believed that the public demand for 
such an institution is as great as ever and 
that, if started and conducted on an 
economical basis, it will not fail of success. The 
boarders of the other establishment are still in town 
and these as well as the day scholars, itis believed 
will join the new seminary.

a Petition for His Pardon. 


tion—fhe Document Being Very Quietly 
Circulated—Jurors Who Will Not Sign—

Ordinarily in criminal cases the convicted man, ij 
he be possessed of sufficient means to enable him to 
do so, takes every chance that thé law allows him 
to escape from the Penitentiary, and consequentiy 
appeals to the court of last resort before giving up 


conviction, and he is a man, too, who has never 
been accredited with a disposition to surrender to 
an enemy so long as he has any chance to fight; and 
yet Mr. Warren F. McChesney has for some un- 
stated reason determined to abandon the 
chance for freedom which the Supreme 
Court affords him, provided he can secure 
certain signatures to a petition for pardon, which 
his friends are now engaged in circulating. The 
very stupid reader might wonder why it is that Mr. 
McChesney does not defer his efforts to secure a 
pardon until the Supreme Court has had an oppor- 
tunity to pass upon his case. He claims that he has 


been unjustly convicted. If so, the Supreme Court 
will probably say so, thus enabling him to assume @ 
much more satisfactory position in the community 
than that ofa convict at large through guberna- 
torial clemency. If the Supreme Court should fail 
to say so, he would stiil have the recourse left him of 
a petition for pardon, and atatime, too 
so remote from his trial as to render the work of 
receiving signatures much more easy than at 
present. The stupid reader then, as before re-

why he should throw away a Supreme Court chance 
and rely entirely upona pardon possibility. The 
reader who is not stupid will reflect a moment; will 
remember that the present Governorof Missouri is 
T. T. Crittenden; will remember that the case might 
take over a year to gothrough the Supreme Court; 
will remember that the Governor a year from now 
will be John 8, Marmaduke, and being suddenly 
illuminated, will declare that McChesney’s head is 
level, as usual. 

The pardon scheme is not very comprehensive. 
No effort is being made to obtain miscellaneous sig- 
natures to the petition, but a very systematic effort 
is in progress to secure the names the jurors 
who convicted Mr. McChesney. together with a limi- 
ted number of other citizens who are regarded as 
standing well with Governor Crittenden. The ju- 
rors are being approached very adroitly, and not 
by Mr. McChesney himself. It is represented to 
them that, however erring he may have been a year 
ago, Mr. McChesney has mended his ways, and is 
leading a virtuous life. It is represented that his 


wife, who is an_ estimable lady, is, and 
has for along time, been on the verge 
of insanity, because of her  apprehinsions 


that he will be sent to the Penitentiary, and that, if 
he should become a convict, not only her reason, 
but her life would be despaired of. These arzuments 
are powerful—so powerful that the thought that 
never a criminal was punished that some innocent 
creature did not share his punishment with him is 
liabie to be outweighed by the kindly inpulses of 
the men who are appealed to. How far the attempt 
to secure jurors’ s tures has been su ul 
could not be ascertained this afternoon, but it is 
certain that it has failed in the cases of two 
or three of them who, while regretting the 
position in which they were placed, felt that 
duty should not be sacrificedto mercy.

TWO-CENT STAMPS. 
Gratifying Increase of the Postal Trafic 
Under the New Law. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WasuHineton, D. C., November 14.—The annual 
report of the Postmaster-General, the ficures for 
which have just been put in tabular form, wil! 
show a very gratifying growth in leti¢r business 
since the reduction of postaze. The last fiscal year 
was not a full one, in the two-cent postage syster, 
the new law only going into effecton October Is', 
after one-fourth of the fiscal year had expired, ye! 
the sales of two cent stamps in the year was, 1,144, 
00,000, against 850,000.00 three-cer! 
stamps in the preceding year. When it is consid 
ered that the sale of two-cent stamps in the first 
quarter of the past year wus Only for use as drop 
letter postage aud on newspapers, it is seen that 
the number would have probably reached fully 5) 


per cent in excess of the sales of three-cent stamps 
in the preceding year. it does not follow, however, 
that there has been am inerease of 50 per cent. in 
the number of letters written or sent. for drop let 

ters were not included in the number indicated by 
the sales of three-cent stamps, while they are in tie 
saie of two-cent stamps. There are reasons to be 
lieve, however, that the increase in the nunber of 
letters since the two-cent postage went into effect, 
has been nearly 25 per cent.. though of course part 

of thishas been the natural increas from tie 
growth of population, and anotier part by the fall- 
ing off in the use of posta cards since the two-cent 
system camein, the number having actiuaily de- 
creased about four per cent.

A Talk With One of the Tax-Payers Who, 
While Liberal in His Views, is Endeavor- 
ing to Escape the Granite Catastrophe. 


Suppose yi were to buy a lot for the erection of 
a dwelling or business house, and a day or two later 
the cify authorities should send you notice that they 
would take the lot in part payment of your share of 
the tax for laying granite on the street in front of 
it. It is altogether probable that, however fond you 
might be of republican government and American 
instituticns, you might refuse to see anything but 
an outrage in such a tax levy. And yet this illus 
tration is but a very small exaggeration of an 
experience with which the dwellers 
on North Broadway are threatened. The 
Board of Public Improvements is at at present con- 
sidering bids for the paving of Broadway from 
Franklin avenue to North Market street, and should 
any of these bids be accepted, the result will be al- 


most financial ruin to hundreds of lessees and prop- 
erty-owners on that thoroughfare. The fact that 
the paving of this street would be fraught with such 
exceptionaily mischievous results ie explained by 
the great width of Broadway north of the Roundtop 
market. Itis in some places over three times as 
wide as Second or Third street, and where the pav- 
ing of the latter streets have cost the aa eh Pe 
ers one dollar, the paving of Broadway 
would cost them $250 oor $3. #£«®‘The 
tax-payers who are tosuffer by the project awoke to 
the great danger that threatened them, last week, 
and, a meeting being held, a tax-payers’ league was 
formed, with A. R. Hynson as president and Otto 
D'Amour as secretary. The arguinents against the 
paving of Broadway at the expense of the property 
fronting; upon it were set forth in a very 
temperate and logical petition which is now being 
circulated preparatooy to presentation to the Board 
of Public Improvements next Tuesday. Thus far 
every lessee or property owner to whom it has 
been presented has signed it. In order to_ learn 
what merit there is in the opposition to this plan for 
improving this chief commercial artery of the city, 
a Post-Dispatcns reporter this morning called upon 
MR. OTTO D'AMOUR 

the league's secretary, and asked for a statement. 

“Tam glad,” said Mr. D'Amour, “that the Post- 
DrsPaAtcn has determined to bring this matter be- 
fore the ppblic. The gentlemen who are responsible 
for this movement are not obstructionists, and are 
very desirous to avoid being considered as such. 
They are liberal-minded, progressive, and desire to 
see the city’s thoroughfares improved. They recog- 
nize that, unless the case is fully understood by the 
public, they arevery liable to be misjudged 
and to be classed with those property owners 
who, some months ago, in their desire to avoid 
a little expense, made much strenuous opposition to 
the system of granite paving. We are willing to 
contribute according to our means to the betterment 
of our streets, but I will show you some facts that 
will convince you that it would be the rankest kind 
of injustice to ask us to pay the entire bill for pav- 
ing Broadway.” 

“How does it differ from other streets that the 
property owners have paid for?” 
fr several respects. Let meshow you. Down 
on Main and Second streets the property owners 
have been required to pay from $6 to $8 per front 
toot for granite improvements. This was no heavy 
burden, because their property was worth from ten 
to twenty times as much per 
foot as is property up here on _ Broadway. 
And yet, when it comes to paving our street, which 
is over twice as wide as those I have mentioned, the 
cost is to range from $12 84 to $19 50 per front foot, 
While the property on which it is proposed to collect 
the bills, is worth in many places Lttie more than 
those figures, and in a few not so much.” 

“Can you give me some sample cases?” 

“Lots of them. Every iot on Broadway, from 
Mullanphy street to North Market, isa sampie 
case.” 

“What are the ruling prices for property in those 
limits?” 


“Weil, take first the case of Caspar 
Gestring. the wagon manufacturer. A short time 
avo he bought a piece of property on Broadway, 


| between Hempstead and Labeaume streets, paying 
$17 50 per foot, which was a fair market price. 
Now. if Broadway is paved with granite, as pro- 
posed, the assessment against that piece of property, 
according to the bids already taken by the Board 
of Public Improvements, will be $1950 per front 
foot—that is to sey, that if the property was sold to 
advantace aad the entire proceeds paid to the man 
who paves the street, it would leave a balance due 
him of 
TWO DOLLARS PER FOOT. 

Take the case of old man  Hinssen, 
who keeps the hardware store in the 
wedze-shbaned house where Third and Fourth streets 
come togetber. Ifthe city paves those streets as 
proposed, Mr. Hinssen’s biil for paving will be some- 
where near $1,800, because he fronts on both streets. 
Now such a tax-levy as that would be a terribie out- 
rage On a man.” 

“But these are exceptional cases?” 

“Of course they are. I mentioned them merely 
as strong iliustrations of what itis we are compiain- 
ing about. But take my owncase, My property 
here would not bring to-morrow above $5 or $40 
per front foot, aud yet if that contract is awarded 
as proposed, Iwill baveto pay ataxof $1284 on 
every frontfoot Town. How does $12 on each 
$40 sound. as compared with $6 and $8 on property 
worth $500 to $800 per front foot,ason Mam and 
Second streets.” 

“Is yours an average price in value?” 

“No, 1 think not. I should say that, take the en- 
tire property from Mullanphy to North Market 
street. and it would not average above $50 per foot, 
while the paving tax, if it is levied at all, is to range 
between $12 84 and $19 50 per foot. Such a tax-rate 
as that means nothing short of confiscation.” 

“And what do these tax-payers propose?” 

“Wedon't propose anything. We simply ask for 


relief. We say to the city, here is a thoroughfare 
by the paving of which our property is improved 
little if anything at all invalue. It is nota local 
street. 


IT IS THE COMMON ROAD, 
for not only the traffic of an entire city, but fora 
large amouxt of traffic from the State of Liinois 
which passess through it en route tothe business 
part of the’city. Not one wagon in one hundred 
which travels on the street belongs to a man whose 
property fronts on it. It isthe thoroughfare for all 
the trafic of the manufacturing and lumber dis- 
tricts down toward the river. The property north 
of Mulianphy street is generally held by lesses 
on whom the granite tax must fall, and 
inalarge majority of cases they would have to 
abandon their leases, because they could not afford 
to pay it. The work, when done, will not improve 
the value of the property to any extent proportion- 
ate to the burden inflicted, because nearly all the 
vehicies which pass are ‘through travel.’ In short, 
aruie orsystem which in its general application is 
beneficent and fair,in this special case works a 
great injustice and injury to citizens, who would 
cheerfully pay ali that couid in fairness be asked of 
them. Why, in the School Board the other even- 
ing I e«piained the situation, and, in- 
asmuch as the board has some one goed 
on Broadway, which is held by jessees, 1 moved that 
the president, for the protection of these lessees, be 
authorized to sign our petition for relief, and the 
motion carried without a dissenting vote.” 

“But what relief can the city afford? It cannot 
appropriate money in this behalf.” , 

“So ij understand. Weare not fully advised yet 
as to what can be done for our protection, but my 
impression is that the most the Board of Public Im- 
provements can do will be to pogtpone the letting of 
this paving contract till the State Legislature has 
bad time to act.”" . 

In this connection it may be noted that if the pav- 
ing contracts nuw under consideration are awarded, 
the paving bill of the St. Louis (Fifth street) Rail- 
way Company for that portion of the granite which 
it is required to lay will amount to $474,472.

THREE OF A KIND. 


FIGHTING THE FORGERS. 


Artistic Merit Required in the Engraving 
of Bonds. 
Bu Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

New York, November 14.—The governing com- 
mittee of the Stock Exchange hada three hours’ 
debate at its meeting Wednesday, on the subject of 
the proper engraving of bonds. Tie governors re- 
gard this as a matter of the first importance, as in 
the perfection of the engraving consists the chief 
security of the bondholders against losses by 
forgery. The committee has therefore made it 
a rule to require the highest class of work in the en- 
graving of ail bonds which it places upon its list of 
marketabie securities. It has frequently refused to 
list securities that were improperly engraved, or 


did not comeup tothe committee's standard of 
artistic taste. Its rulings im this res t have 
been so rizidas to have givenrise to the charge 
freely made that the governing committee — 
lated in favor of one engraving concern in such a 
manner as to give that company—the American 
Bank Note Company—a practical monopoly of the 
business. This charge, it is asserted, is unjust, as 
the committee's sole aim has been the protection of 
the bondholders. Much of the engraving executed 
in former yearsis of a very siovenly character.

Rev. Dr. Brookes’ Journey Winds Up

this morning. Those who met the travelers 
at the depot were surprised when Dr. 
Brookes: stepped off the train, carrying 


his left arm in asling, and the astonishment gave 
place to sincere thankfulness that the accident 
which has temporarily crippled him was not fatal. 
Dr. Brookes has wandered over a good portion of 
the earth in his lifetime, but has never 
yet met with an experience as 
dangerous as the occurrence he related to a Post- 
a aa reporter to-day during a talk on his trav-

“Yes, Ido not wonder that my friends are sur- 
rised to see me return like a soldier from the wars 

nut I think I ought to be extremely grateful that I 
was able tocome back atall. I left England per- 
fectly well and looked forward to a journey 
as auspiciousiv finished as it had been fortunately 
begun and pleasantly continued. Although our 
passage back from its beginning was

everything went well until last Sunday. The sea 

hadi been rolling high, but not enough to present 

a comfortable holding of divine service. After the 

exercises were concluded, I started to leave the

it continued without a turn to the bottom. Just as 
I reached the doors, which were closed, the ship 
gave a violent lurch, Seeing the danger behind me 
I made an effort to grasp the doors, but missing my 
hold fell backward and down the six steps to the 
little platform, where I landed insensible.

Ab ambitious young man wrote to Bismarck, asking 
his opinion on the advisability of laboring for fame. 


The great man’s personal letter in reply I 
chanced to see. In it he said: 
‘Fame is desirable onl to those 


who are in pursuit of it. To gazed at at 
ten paces and shot at at four paces is poor remuner- 
ation. For myself I have reA€ped endiess care, wor- 
ry and vexation, and I do not see how life could be 
endured if it were not for the hope of a future and 
betier one.” 

“What iinpressed you most forcibly?” 


“Well, I think, taken altogether, the 
mijitary system of Germany was the most 
striking. At Coblentz I saw 30,000 men drill with 


the accuracy of clock work, and I was completely 
bewildered by the manceuvering of the artillery. 
‘The ofticers sat watches in hand, the men being m 
their tents. " Ata signal the men leaped into their 
accoutrements, bad their horses hitched to the gun 
carriages and were ga.loping ever the plain with a pre- 
cision and harmony that avsoiutely thrilled me with 
awe. Lam not a military manin any way, but [have 
never seen anything to approach itanywhere, The 
officers were alla fine, intelligent lot of men, and 
the soldiers taken en masse had an independeuce of 
bearing and individuality that plainly stowed that 
the suecess Germany has won on the field has come 
largely from these characteristics. To the casual 
observer Germany seems to one 
vast military camp, and forts and sol- 
diers are everywhere. Although this military 
system is oppression, several intelligent Germans 
told me that it was absolutely necessary to protect 
them against their neighbors. Without that show 
of power, France would overrun them in the 
twinkling of aneye. Notwithstanding the crushing 


tendency of this military spirit, Germany 
is much more Stable in all things 
than her volatile neighbor across the Khine. 


In Franee there is a wide-spread discontent. An 
old St. Louis merchant, resident there since 15876, 
told me that the tax on Parisians is enormous, some 
sixteen per cent. This grinding tax and the rest- 
lesness it eagenders makes a revolution possible at 
any day. A shop-keeper in Paris told me in broken 
English: “O, monsieur, ze times were better wiz 
zeempire. Things were cheaper zen zan they are 
in ze republique. It costs more to run ze 
Republique.’ This I found by interviewing promi- 
pent Parisians to be pretty nearly the truth.”

TEACHER AND TINKER. 


A Clever Scoundrel Who Practiced 
Pedagogy and Forgery Together.

And Thus Eked Out a Luxurious Though 
Somewhat Precarious Livelihood—His 
Marriage to an Estimable and Well-to-do 
Lady—Finally Taken in Hock. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW York, November 14.—Prof, Albert Gabriel, 
alias Griswold, who was charged with forgery by 
Detective James K. Price, of the Twenty-Ninth Pre- 
cinct, is one of the most persistent swindlers that 
the police ever had to deal with. Much of his crim- 
inal career is as yet only hinted at, but the detective 
who arrested him has the reputation of being keen 
and persistent, and when he has done with Gabriel 
he will doubtless know all about him that is worth 
knowing. The fellow is short, stout, swarthy, and 
has protruding eyes that give him an unpleasant 
appearance. Thestory of his career and misdo- 
ings, as told before Justice Pattersonfyesterday, is 
substantially as follows: Gabriel is a native of 
Marseilles, France. He was born in 1841, was grad- 
uated asa public school teacher at the French 
Academy in Paris and received an extra diploma. 
He taught at Marseilles and Toulon 
and in Italy untl the Franco-Prussian war, 


when he entered the army,and in 1871 came to 
America. Much of this period of his life is obscure. 
He taught in New York, but finally settled in Water- 
town, Jefferson County, in this State, and was en- 
gaged to teach languages in the family of Allen C. 
Beach, 

It is said that Gabriel did well at Watertown. and 
itis not alleged that, up to three months ago, he 
committed any crime there. Some time avo he 
formed the acquaintance of two amiable maiden 
ladies, Emily M. and Adelia Griswold. They lived 
at Adams, near Watertown. and were the daughters 
of Jeremiah Griswold,a distant relative of the Beach 
family, who died eight years ago, leavin 
them a house at Adams, another at the Thousan 
Islands, and enough money to make a moderate 
fortune. His only son, Henry 8. Griswold, a real 
— agent of Chatfield, Minn., was also provided 

or. 

MISS EMILY 

was graduated at Holyoke College, Mass., and aft- 
erward ata French convent in Montreal, and she 
has for @ quarter of a century tanght school tn 
first-class institutions and families. Gabriel, who 
claimed to be a bachelor, courted Miss Emily. and, 
in spite of the opposition of members of her fam- 
ily, they were married three months ago. 
Hardly had the honeymoon passed when 
his designs on her little fortune 
became apparent, and she secured the aid of her 
brother and sister in devising pians to thwart him. 
After the wedding Gabriel proposed a wedding trip 
to New York and Washington, and the couple 
started on their journey, ing to board at Mrs. 
Ackerman’s, No. 109 East One Hundred and Thir- 
teenth street. Gabriel had represented that he had 
ample means, but his wife, who appears much at- 
tached to him, soon discovered that he was penni- 
less, and was horrified when she found out that, on 
the 9th of October, he had forged a cheek for $175 
on the Clayton Exchange Bank, signed W. 
M. Marchall, in favor of Lorenzo Curtis.. To 
save her husband from the disgrace of 
a criminal prosecution she settled the transaction. 
A few days later she gave Gabriel a letter to post to 
Miss Adelia Griswold. It was a draft for $40 made 
by Onstine & Dowd of the Chatfield Bank of Chat- 
field, Minn., on the Chase National Bank of this 
city, in favorof E. M. Griswold and indorsed by 
him to his sister Adelia. Gabriel did not hesitate to 
open the letter, forge an indorsement to the draft 
and cash it at the Hotel Martin in University Place. 
For this he will be prosecuted. On the very day 
that he committed the crime, or the day after, he 
called at F. W.  Christern’s book _ store 
and ordered about $40 worth of books, tendering in 

ayment a check which appeared to be drawn for 
B00 on the Murray Hill bank by George Pheips, in 
tavor of Prof. A. Gabriel. Theclerk did not know 
Gabriel, and when he demurred to giving him the 
change, the forger gave his visiting card, and show- 
ed a notice of his marriage in a Watertown news- 
paper. Gabriel received $60 and the books, and 
when it was discovered that Phelps,who is probably

ANOTHER CRIME. 
At Henry Halt & Co.'s book store Gabriel ob- 
tained $20 worth of booksand $40 on a check on the 
Murray Hil! Bank for $60, sigued J. Crevlin, in favor 
of Albert Gabriel. Gabriel, in making this false 
token, probably meant H. J. Crevlin of Cape Vin- 
cent. The clews led to Watertown, but could be 
followed up only siowly. Mr. Allen C. Beach, in a 
letter, spoke well of Gabriel as a professor, but was 
unable to say*where he was. At last, on Wednes- 
day, Price found out that Gabriel had lived on East 
One Hundred and Thirteenth street and had been 
required to leave because he had _ not 
settied his bill. His wife was at Adams, where she 
was settling up her estate, because of a fire which 
bad destroyed some buildings belonging to her and 
ber sister. She had also arranged to give her 
brother the bulk of the money she had so that 
Gabriel could not get it. Price traced Gabriel to 
No. 1776 Lexington avenue, "where he had sent his 
trunks and hired an unfurnished flat. The de- 
tective captured his man by @ ruse yesterday 
morning. He locked him upin the station house, 


searched the trunks at the house 
on Lexington avenue, finding checks 
and other materials for swindling, and 


then ascertained that, after leaving One-Hundred- 
and-Thirteenth street. Gabriel went to No. 133 East 
Fiftieth street. There Price found Mrs. Gabriel, 
who had just returned from Adams, She was'much 
distressed when she heard of her husband's arrest, 
but said she was not surprised at it. She spoke 
freely of his check on theClayton Bank ang the steal- 
ing of the check from the letter to her sister Adelia, 
Gabriel was remanded by Justice Patterson until 
to-day.

Dr. J. H. McLean is Satisfied That 
He Was Defeated by Fraud.

A WORTHY CHARITY. 


Why the Mullanphy Hospital Fair Should 
Receive Generous Patronage. 

The fair which is to be held in the Pickwick next 
week for the benefit of the Mullanphy Hospital is 
far more worthy of the public’s support than many 
people are aware of. But very few have a correct 
idea cf the extent of the charitable work which 
this institution carries on. In the first plave it ig 


worthy of consideration that the 
weekly charge for ward patients, which 
secures board, nursing, medicine, medical 


attenuance and weching, is only $5. and where the 
patient is unable tu pay the fee for a necessary sur- 
gical operation, it is performed gratis. Even when 
a fee is given, the surgeon zets it, and not the hos - 
pital. Many of the ward patients do not pay any- 
thing, however, and the loss to the Hospital from 
this source up to November1 of tne current year 
was $969 97. In that time also, the Hospital has re- 
ceived and cared 43 charity patients, and 58 patients 
who were able to pey only a portion of the proper 
amount. In the free clinic attached to the Hos- 
— 1,686 poor persons have been heated, and mad- 
cine has been furnished litously to those who 
could not pay for it. In addition to ali this 
the Sisters frequently go out to visit the poor sick 
at their homes, taking with them uot only medicine, 
but siso food and clothing. This laudable showing 
— with the fact that the Hospital is burde 
with a debt of $80,009, ought to recommend it to the 
charitable public as an especially worthy object of
